FIGHT AGAINST RATE 


BILL NOT ABANDONED 


Senator North Last Evening Introduced Sub- 


stitute, Decreasing Powers Of 


Proposed Commission, 


(Special Correspondence.) 


Madison, WSs., May 9.—The stal- 


warts of the Wisconsin senate have 
by no means given up 
their 
fight 


against the La Follette plan to enact 
a law establishing a. powerful rail- 
road rate commission. . This 
was 


shown last night by the introduction 
by Senator W. C. North, a democrat 
who has always lined up with the op- 
ponents of :the administration, of a 
substitute for the measure 
reported 


unanimously 
by 
the committee on 


railroads after three months of de- 
liberation. 
The main differences of 


the substitute from the committee 
bill are the provisions that the deci- 
sions of the commission shall be ap- 
plied .and go into effect only If the 
railroads make no protest and 'file no 
appeal. 
The committee -bill provides 


that the decisions of the commission 
shall be applied 20 days after-the an- 
nouncement, thereof. 
According to 


the substitute the railroads may file 
an appeal from the decisions of the 
commission and such appeal shall act 


as a stay of proceedings. 
If the com- 


mittee bill be passed the roads will 
have to get out an 
injunction 
to 


bring about a stay "of proceedings. 
Another important difference is. that 
the substitute provides that the mem- 
bers of the commission shall be elect- 
ed rather than 
appointed. 
These 


two- matters were discussed long by 
the committee and decided in favor 
of an. appointive commission -and the 
application of the decisions without 
an appeal acting as a .stay ot pro- 
ceedings. 
It is said to. be possibla 


that the elective feature will be in- 
corporated Into the bill as it will be 
finally passed. This means that Gov- 
ernor La Follette will not go to the 
United States senate, but'will remain 
in Wisconsin and become a candidate 
for a place on the commission. 
The 


fight on the rate commission bill will 
be expedited as much as possible, for 
there appears a unanimity of desire 
on the part of the 
legislators 
to 


thresh the matter out and hasten the 
close of the session.

that the public domain has long been 
subject to all sorts of knavery, and 
•that'many" of the-laws have been so 
loosely drawn as to encourage-whole- 


. pale theft, but the. magnitude ot these 


stealings-has-not -been appreciated. 
The St. Paul Pioneer Press in com- 
menting on the subject, says: 


'"There is Henry Miller, for ex- 


ample, .who came .to this country, ,a 
poor German boy, -In 1S50. 
He has 


gathered in township after township, 
until now, as shown by - testimony in 
a United States court, 
his holdings 


aggregate 22,717% square miles, or 
14,539;200 acres. .What those figures 
mean-'can be better understood by re 
fleeting 'that they cover an area three 
times as large as 
New Jersey—as 


rlarge- as the combined areas of New 
Hampshire, Massachusetts, Connecti- 
cut and Delaware—an 
area greater 


th'an all'Greece! 
Miller appears to 


have been the most successful of all 
those who have used the machinery 
provided by the land laws 
for rob- 


bing' the nation and' barring out the 
abtual settlers for whose benefit, in 
theory, those laws were enacted.

ing" is found in the use of a wagon 
located on the corners of four sec

"settlement and improvement"" to se 
cure-a-patent for the land: which was 
forthwith made over to his employ 
er. A man named Jack has an estafc

land the title to which'yet resjs in 
the United States. 
And around the 


whole he has stretched a barbed wire 
fence more than 100 miles long. 


"These are only a few among hun- 


dreds of similar instances.

the roll of all those who have by 
fraud obtained possession of "king- 
dpms" in California, Oregon, Nevada, 
Washington and other states would 
be to name a large proportion of the 
men 
who have made

fortunately, a great number of public 
officials. United States senators, rep- 
resentatives, district attorneys, and 
land office clerk's. ' Similar schemes 
have 'been worked, in Minnesota, the 
Dakotas and other'states not referred 
to in the magazine article.

the case, next to the widespread rte-

ly beaten by the North Atlanta squad- 
ron, 
including the old Iowa and Mas- 


sachusetts. As a result the Alabamr. 
reached the navy yard to be imme- 
diately dry docked to learn what Is 
wrong with her propellers. * 


The race occurred Saturday after- 


noon below the Virginia cn.pos. 
Th« 


battleship Missouri, commanded by 
Capt. William S. Cowles. won, beatinr, 
the Maine, the second, boat, by seven 
miles. The Alabama was the last ship 
to finish.
